Mrs. John G. P ra tt

Virginia 
passed 
peacefully 
to 
rest at

Springfield Hospital, Springfield, at 
5 o'clock Tuesday m orning. 
About a week ago she u n d e rw e n t 
a .serious operation for peritonitis.
